In Finnish circles, he said, one does not hear that con- 
tempt for the Russian Army which certain people 
have expressed somewhat too hastily. 


The Finns say that some of 


the first Soviet troops were 


ill-equipped and* not used to the cold, but. this.is not 
true of the majority. Otherwise, it appears that the 
Russian Army stands where it did in 1914, perhaps 


rather higher—the men 
are better, even as there 


are still clumsy, armaments 
has been a general improve- 


ment in all armies, while the military leaders, never 
brilliant, are rather “worse. 


The Finns, on the other hand, the 
Military Correspondent continued, have 
proved themselves a first-class army, 
equally good in two methods of war. 

First of all, they are extremely good 
at mobile, semi-guerilla fighting on 
the Eastern front, taking; full advan- 
tage of the aid provided by the win- 
ter climate and by the nature of the 
countryside. 

Secondly, they are good at modern, 
large-scale warfare on the Karelian 
Isthmus, with all the paraphernalia 
of tanks, defences, mines and so on, 

tf they had failed In either one 
or the other, if they had applied 
one where the other was called for, 
they would have gone under tong 
ago. But they made no mistake 
in training or in tactics. Until 
the end of January, they were on 
top. 

Meanwhile, the Red Army comman- 
ders must hhave re-considered the 
position. They must have come to the 
conclusion that they could not afford 
to under-estimate their adversary, 

FRONTAL ATTACK 

They must also have decided that if 
victory wis to be gained before — the 
thaw, the Manunerheim Line must, at 
all costs, be broken by a frontal attack 
a frontal attack, because communi- 
cations north of Lake Ladoga are not 
food cnough for an outflanking move- 
ment. 

They accordingly piled up great 
stocks on the Karelian Isthmus and 
began the offensive. They suffered 
heavy losses—that was inevitable. But 
they applied” pressure” which” must 
eventually smash the Finnish forces 
in the Summa area.

SERIOUS FOR FINNS 

It is serious for the Finns, because 
it decreases the depth of their de- 
fences and brings Soviet medium 
artillery within range of Viborg.. But 
the defences were designed to carry 
on with a battle, and while the Finns 


have thus gained breathing space, the. 


Russians must now advance all thelr 
artillery, and it is devastated country 
which is in front of them. 

In the meantime, British arms and 
stocks are one their way in large 
quantities and volunteering for Fin-

Scrounging from foreigners on the 
train has become a_ regular racket. 
The scroungers find it well worth

in Germany.

THREE 
INDIANS 
DEAD IN 
WANCHAI 


Murder and suicide occur- 
red in a house in Wanchai 
early this morning and as a 
result three Indian watch- 
inen are lying dead in the 
Public Mortuary. 


The scene of the incident was the 
top floor of No. 93, Jaffe Road in 
Wanchai, where at 3 am. to-day 
Watchman Lall Singh, after fatally 
shooting a fellow-inmate of the house 
and gravely wounding another, went 
to the roof of the house and shot 
himself. 

Although facts of the shooting were, 
at the time of going to press, not 
available, it is believed that it resulted 
from a quurrel over money matters. 

It is alleged that Lall Singh drew

After the © shooting in the house, 
Lall Singh proceeded to the roof and 
was later found dead with a gunshot 
wound in the head. 

The house was a hostel for Indian 
watchmen, others of whom are now 
being interrogated by the Police.

‘JAPAN AND WANG 


Foreign Minister Arita, in his Diet 
speech, confirmed the policy of the 
Japanese Government of giving assis- 
tance to the new China regime under 
Wang Ching-weil. As to the respect 
of Powérs’ interests in China, Mr. 
Arita also clarified Japan's policy. and 
stand. He made clenr the basis of 
this policy, which in no way aims at 
exclusion of third Powers in China. 
Such indications by the Foreign Min- 
ister will prove of service to him in 
tie future handling of diplomatic 
problems, In other respects, his 
speech was commonplace. He simply 
reported on the diplomatic situation 
which this country faces in its rela- 
tions with Germany, Italy, the So- 
viet Union, Britain and the United 
States.

The bank chairmen have this year 
devoted themselves largely to two 
public themes—the export trade and 
the means of avoiding the “vicious 
spiral." If the speeches. contributed 
nothing exactly new they showed how 
rapidly opinion has moved towards 
acceptance of drastic ideas since 
Mr. Keynes opened the public dis- 
cussion two and a half months ogo. 
Lord Wardington in his speech to 
Lloyds Bank described four suggested 
“remedies” against (or, one should 
perhaps more properly say, alterna- 
tives to) inflation: a high level of 
taxation all round, rationing, compul- 
sory saving, and voluntary abstention 
from buying scarce or imported goods. 
On their respective merits Lord 
Wardington did not comment except 
to commend the last as the only one 
open to the initiative of the private 
individual. Some of his predecessors 
in the bank tribune had gone rather 
farther in suggesting what the Gov- 


ernment might do, but the impression” 


all the speeches leave is that leaders 
of business and financial thought like 
the bank chairmen are (with the 
politicians) a little reluctant to face 
the full rigours of the situation. For 
a clearly written exposition of it the 
reader may usefully turn to the latest 
Oxford pamphlet, Mr. Geoffrey Crow- 
ther’s “Paying for 
the War,” which 
brings gut well the 
point that if we 
are to avoid infla- 
tion (or at least to 
prevent it from 
reaching dangerous 
lengths) we shall 
have to adopt a 
whole series of 
measures, all of 
them severe. At 
present we are in some 
danger of having one method played 
off against another. Some of the 
well-to-do are vocal about the neces- 
sity for restricting the consumption of 
the wage-earning classes and a good 
deal less vocal. about the inevitability 
of higher taxation on themselves. 
Indeed, from some pronouncement it 
might be imagined that the limits of 
income tax: have been reached. Again, 
we find-trade unionists putting the 
case the other way round, and arguing 
as if.gome. manipulation of the taxes 
on Jarge incomes would do the trick. 
Mr. Crowther’s ¢ should help 
to convince both sides that they are

Crowther estimates, no’ more than 
£60,000,000 over and above the exist- . 
Ing taxes. An Excess Profits Tax or 
an Excess Incomes Tax will only be 
fruitful if we have inflation, not if 
we prevent it. That is no reason, of 
course, why these taxes should not be 
pushed higher. Nor is there reason 
why income tax should not be in- 
creased for the middle range of 
tncomes. Most of us think we are to 
pay at 7s. 6d. in the pound, but in 
actual fact we do nothing of the sort; 
the standard rate is really an “arith- 
metical fiction.” But while we may 
do all this, it is important to grasp, 
as Mr. Crowther says, that 
the only taxes that are likely to 
bring in any substantial sums of. 
money are not confiscatory levies on 
the rich or fancy taxes on profiteers 
or Rolls-Royces, but plain, honest 
taxes that hurt plain, honest people. 
Whether we tax wages direct or 
adopt .Mr. Keynes's half-way plan, 
the wage-carncr cannot go free, 
There is still the great gap to be 
closed by borrowing the country’s 
normal savings, and, if we do not 
adopt compulsory saving (or, rather, 
even if we do) we have still to 
restrict deliberately the consumption 
of the ordinary man and to make the 
restriction equitable and supportable 
by rationing. “If the Government is 
yoing to spend more than half of the 
total income of the community, it will 
have to lay its hands on resources by 
every means open to it.’ The ques- 
tion is how boldly and shrewdly it 
sets about the job and how it carries 
the people with it. — “Manchester 
Guardian.” .

NEUTRALS’ RISKS 
AND PRIDE 


Hitler’s anniversary speech to his 
people consisted largely of vast and 
vague threats, based on the immense 
power stated to have been built up 
by Germany since the outbreak of 
war. Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at 
a luncheon in London, gave some 
more exact but necessarily Mmited in- 
formation, to show that Great Britain 
had also very far from idle during 
the same period. The relative strength 
of the rival forces thus created and 
armed must before long be put to the 
test of more intensive combat, which 
we await with complete confidence. 
But in one respect the Prime Minis- 


ter indicated” a most important: differ=- ~~ ---- 


ence between them, which cannot fail 
to be in the minds of all the neutral 
States. 

There is not a single non-belligerent 
country that feels itself threatened 
by this enormous accumulation of 
powers ni the disposal of the British 
command. There is not one which 
feels its indepen- 
dence in danger at 
our hands, There is 
not * one which 
suspects us of 
coveting a square 
inch of its territory. 

This is the over— 
mastering consi- 
deration that_ we 
are entitled to ask 
- all the neutrals, 
great and small; to bear in mind 
when inconvenience is caus- 
ed to them by our conduct of war 
against an enemy who “threatens the 
existence of States which are toa 
small or too weak or too near “to defy 
them.” The neutral nations whose 
ships sail the seas round Europe know 
that they have to set against incon- 
veniences the fact that this enemy's 
chief’ destructive effort is at present 
being exerted against neutral ship- 
ping; and they are well aware that 
the ‘protection of their seamen against 
Nazi piracy depends upon the vigil- 
ance and victory of the Allied navies., 
It ts reasonable: therefore to ‘ask that, 
while fully -maintaining, as we are 
resolved to -respect, thelr neutral 
rights, they shall bring to the settle- 
ment of differences the spirit of con- 
ciliation due to those who fight the 
battle of all free nations. — “The 
Times.” ;

WHAT ‘OF THE WAR 
ON LAND? 


Though Hitler's long-threatened on- 
slaught has once again been  post- 
poned, and though the fighting on the 
Western Front for the last three 
months has consisted of little more 
than outpost skirmishes, the major 
operations in Poland and Finland have 
shown that, despite the introduction 
of modern weapons, the age-old prin- 
ciples of war remain unchanged. 

In the belief that he could overrun 
Poland without involving himself in 
hostilities with England and France, 
Hitler, us all the world now knows, 
was guilty of an unbelievable miscal- 
culation which, before the war is over, 
will cost his country dear. 

But for the moment he has achieved 
his sinister purpose and, taking the 
campaign by itself, without any refer- 
ence to the ultimate consequences o: 
that one colossal blunder, we can see 
in the brutal overthrow of Poland ¢ 
brilliant though ignoble example of 
the advantages that accrue from a 
careful planning for. war in time o. 
peace. 

These plans included the methodi- 
cal calculation and provision of the 
military force required, the education 
of the civilian population in a spirit 
of patrtotic self-denial, the amazing 
pact with Russia, which was intended 
to ensure that Poland's friends would 
forsake her, the skilful massing of 
eighty divisions on the frontier, in 
the choice of the most favourable day 
in the year for launching the attack, 
and the clock-work precision of the 
advance at zero hour. 

And here Iet it be noticed that the 
faultless plans for the advance of that 
vast army could never have been 
completed without many weeks of 
arduous work by the Staff, and that 
this fact alone is sufficient to give the 
Ne to Hitler’s thread-bare assertion 
that Poland started the war. 


Turning to greater detail, it is in- 
teresting to notice that, though aircraft 
and armoured vehicles have now 
supplanted cavalry, the action of the 
German airplanes and armoured cars 
against the Polish communications 
was precisely in accordance with the 
role which the German General 
Bernhardi proposed for the action of 
cavalry in his well-known book, “War 
of To-day,” published in 1911. In that 
book, contrary to the opinion of his 
contemporaries, Bernhardi insisted on 
the value of cavalry raids at the be- 
ginning of @ future war. 


Cavalry, he said, must at al! costs 
act on ‘he enemy’s communications. 
He pointed out that tho larger the op- 
posing armies the less they would be 
able to live on the country; the faster 
that new artillery and infantry wea- 


pons could shoot the more dependent 
they would be on the constant arrival 
of trains of ammunition. “Here, there- 
fore, on the enemy’s communications, 
is a fleld for the cavalry to gain far- 
reaching success.” 


MAGNIFICENT MANNERHEIM 

The day of the horse in’ modern 
warfare is over, as the Poles dis- 
covered to their cost; but it was to 
the sweeping successes of the mo- 
dern equivalent of cavalry that Po- 
land’s rapid defeat was principally 
due. 

The fate of the gallant Finns still 
trembles in the balance, but that al- 
most incredible campaign has already 
re-affirmed the truth of the doctrine 
that “it is the man, not the men, who 
counts most in war.” Ag a result of 
Stalin’s repeated purges of the high- 
er ranks of his army, the leaderless 
Russian troops have found themselves 
in the position of sheep without a 
shepherd, and the Finnish Comman- 
der-in-Chief, despite the great dis- 
parity in numbers, has won a chain 
of victories. 

By his brilliant leadership; indeed, 
Field-Marshal Mannerheim, whose 
name, will stand henceforth as a syn- 
onym for menliness ond courage, has 
done much more than cover his own 
nation with glory: he has won the last- 
ing gratitude of Western civilisation. 
He has brought new hope to the other 
small nations whose independence {Is 
threatened by brutal aggression: he 
has re-affirmed the truth of the doc- 
trine—so apt to be forgotten in times 
of stress and strain—that the word 
“impossible” should find no place in 
the military leader’s vocabulary. 

That he should be able to continue 
his. successes in.the.face.of a.numeri- 
cal superiority of more than sixty to 
one is, perhaps, too much to hope for; 
but whatever the future may hold for 
him, his achieveménts in the last few 
weeks have already enshrined his 
name among the immortals. 

8NEERING AT “BRASS HATS” 

In connection with this question of 
leadership, it is well to remember that 
when the long-awaited storm en- 
velops the Western Front it will be 
upon the courage and skill of our own 
supreme generals that the fate of our 
army and our own future liberty will 
depend; and if it were not a tradi- 
tion in this country for uninstructed 
civilians to level bitter taunts at what 
they like to call the “brass hats,” 
we could not look forward to the fu- 
ture with all the confidence that we 
do. 

Fortunately, however, we can dis- 
regard these taunts, realising that it

has always been the fashion in Eng- 

land to disparage the War Office, the 

“brass hats,” and even the men in the 

ranks, in time of peace. As Kipling 

sang long ago: 

“Is ‘Tommy this’ and ‘Tommy that 
and “Tommy wait outside,’ 

But It’s ‘Thank, you, Mr. Atkins,’ 
when the troopship’s on the tide.” 

Even the great Duke of Marlborough, 
who was universally acknowledged on 
the Continent of Europe to be one of 
the few supremely great captains in 
the world’s history, was never suf- 
ficiently recognised by his own coun- 
trymen. Yet it was he of whom Vol- 
taire wrote: “He had to a degree above 
all other generals of his time that calm 
courage in the midst of tumult, that 
serenity of soul in danger, which the 
English call a cool head . . . the great- 
est gift of nature for command.” 

This is the quality which the Allied 
commanders will need, and will as-~- 
suredly exhibit, in the dark days 
ahead: and it is good to remember 
that 411 who served with our present 
Commander-in-Chief in the last war 
can testify that serenity of soul in time 
of danger is his greatest characteristic, 
and to remember, too, that the first 
of his many war-ribbons fs the covet- 
ed Victoria Cross. 

As to the future, none of the fight- 
ing that has hitherto talken place sheds 
any light on the probable course of 
events on the Western Front, where the 
walls of concrete and steel, behind 
which the opposing armies maintain 
their ceaseless vigil, appear to offer 
an almost insoluble problem to the 
side which attempts an attack. Yet 
history shows that it is folly to look 
upon any problem as insoluble. Every 
new weapon has eventually met its 
antidote: the inventive genius of Eng- 
Nshmen in the last war produced the 
tanke to capture the Germans’ appar- 
ently impregnable lines; and tanks In 
turn are now held back stronger forti- 
fications and anti-tanis guns. 

For the moment, however, It is clear 
that Hitler has no answer to the pro- 
blem created by his fatal miscalcula~ 
tion of the spirit of this country. It 
is surely for this reason that, faced by 
a front door which js stoutly bolted 
and barred, he has again weighed the 
chances of hacking his way in through 
a side door, even though. this would 
entail a sordid attack on a small neu- 
tral State whose neutrality he has pro- 
mised to respect. But it would not be 
all to his advantage to add another 
million to the forces arrayed against 
him; the idea probably mects with 
violent opposition; and the threatened 
attack has once again been postponed. 

ECONOMIC STRANGLEHOLD 

These repeated delays can only be 
damaging to Hitler’s prestige, for in a 
war against Civilisation a rapid chain 
of overwhelming victories was his 
one hope of success. Meanwhile, 
the economic stranglehold of the Al- 
lies grows dally tighter, and even the 
well-disciplined Germans will not 
submit indefinitely to the burdens and 
privations impossed upon them by a 
Fuchrer whose lucky star has begun to 
set. 

It is not too much to say, indeed, 
that as a result of the last three months 
of inaction Hitler has lost the first 
round of the war. Yet this is not the 
moment for any complacency, but 
rather for increased resolve. 

Neither on land nor in the air has 
the real struggle begun, and in 
the grim days that lle ahead it will 
need all our courage und determina- 
tion, all our unity, and all our willing 
self-sacrifice to carry us on to Vic- 
tory. 
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BRITISH ORDERS IN

London, Yesterday. 

London naval circles do 
not consider that Ger- 
many’s latest attempt to 
persuade the world of her 
strict regard for interna- 
tional law and on the other 
hand Britain’s constant dis- 
regard for it, will be found 
by any unbiased critic to be 
very impressive when con- 
fronted by the facts. 


The German wireless station at 
Zeesen has made five accusations 
against Britain attacking German 
merchantmen in neutral waters. 

First, the Franken was reported to 
have been stopped by British mili- 
tary aeroplane on September 6 with- 
in one and a half miles of the coast 
of Sumatra. ; 

Secondly, the Bertha Fisher is re- 
‘ported to have been stopped on 
November 20 by a British auxillary 
cruiser one and a half miles from 
Iceland as a result of which she 
scuttled herself. 

Thirdly, the Arauka was allegedly 
attacked by a British cruiser on 
December 19 within three mile of 
the Florida coast. 

Fourthly, the Glucksberg is said 
to have been approached by a Bri- 
lsh warship in Spanish waters near 
Cadiz on December 26. 

Fifthly, the Wakama is said to 
have beer attacked In Brazilian ter- 
ritorial waters and the crew fired 
upon after they had taken to the 
boats. 

THE FACTS 

As a result of careful investigation 
of these charges by the British Gov- 
ernment, it is now possible ofMcially 
to state the true facts. 

The Franken was sighted well out- 
side ‘Dutch ‘territorial waters near 
Padang by an aeroplane from one of 
His Majesty’s ships operating in 
these seus. 

Signals were made to her to stop. 

The Franken did not stop but no 
further action was taken by the 
aeroplane. 

There was no reason for the scut- 
tling of the Bertha Fischer pxcept 
that scuttling seems to have become 
one of the traditions both of the 
German navy and mercantile marine, 
All the officers and crew were pick- 
ed up by one of His Majesty’s ships 
and are now prisoners of war. 

The Arauka was well outside 
American territorial waters when 
she was located by one of His Ma- 
Jesty’s ships. When she reached ter- 
ritorial waters the chase was imme- 
diately broken off and she took re- 
fuge at Port Everglades, Florida. 

RUN ASHORE 

The Glucksberg was sighted by a 
Brittsh destroyer when she was 
scven miles from the Spanish coast 
—four miles outside territorial waters 
—and the destroyer was well to sea- 
ward of the German ship. As soon 
as she was sighted the Glucksberg 
dashed for the coast. The ship was 
abandoned and left to run ashore 
pilotless and with the sea cocks open. 

The Wakama was not attacked nor 
was she in territorial waters when 
she scuttled herself. All her officers 
and men were picked up by a Bri- 
tish warship and, though prisoners, 
are safe and sound. 

It will be seen that not one of 
these charges is borne out by the 
facts.—Britlsh Wireless.
